In reply to a question as to tha coming ac- 


tion of congress, Mr. Shormau said ho "did 
not believe the result could bo moro than 
guossod at. In tariff discussions, it is tho tin- 
Hcpected which always happens. But I can 
tell you just what congress ought to do— and 
that is, to let tho subject severely alone dur- 
ing tho present congress. 
There is no 


question but tho business interests of tho 
country generally wore somewhat injured by 
;ho last tariff bill, but mfcro so by tho sonsi- 
iivo and uncertain state of tho money 
market. While tho revenue law of lost win- 
ser.gavo great relief in roductag taxes, yet it 
was very injurious to tho iron and woolen 
ndustri™. 
Ohio and Pennsylvania have 


suffered severely through tho operation of 
,ast year's bill. 


Ho said a proper tariff law could only be 


made when one party has tho power and re- 
sponsibility. "In tho present congress that 
responsibility would bo divided between tho 
Democratic house and tho Republican senate 
and executive. Even if another tariff bill 
should become a law, ' tho people would not 
mow whom to hold accountable." It was 
probablo that horoafter party lines would bo 
irawn on financial questions, and ho thought 
it would bo ft happy day lor this country 
when this 'is tbe case, 60 that people might 
fairly decide for or against protective du- 
ties." 


Ho said ho had observed a growing feeling 


in certain states in favor of freo raw materi- 
als, but did not believe this would stand tho 
ordeal of a popular election.. "Protectivi 
duties must extond to all forms of labor and 
need not extend to capital,'which is at this 
period almost as cheap and abundant as in 


luropo."' Ho had always thought tho dovt-'l- 


ment of raw material one of tho chief objects 
of protective laws, as when raw materials are 
judiciously developed, manufactui ^s will in- 
evitably follow. However, ho did net think 
any industry which can not bo reasonably ex- 
pected iu tho lapso of time to bo, self- 
sustaining, should bj protected. Tho con- 
sumer should got the full benefit of protec- 
tion by the cheapening of home production 
which will follow from home competition. 
Tho productions of tho farm will have tha 
advantage of a homo market caused by tho 
diversity of employments. He expressed tho 
opinion that froo trade, as advocated by 
somo college professors 
and . political 


theorists, 
would

now 15 miles, and it is about 8 or 10 miles 
more to the divide; as soon as that is 
reached 200 miners will turn out and 
lielp the road on.

"Wo have had some queer experiences 


we got along in the store-tent at Belk- 
nap very well, but oame here last nigh 
at ten o'clock—the only place wo could 
got was a saloon kept by a Portugese gon 
tleman; a dead deer )ny on tho floor IT 
the saw-dust, five men gambling.
